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Introduction 


-  The  Wilderness  Inventory  Program  - 

This  document  consists  o£  wilderness  inventory  recommendations  for  lands  admin- 
istered by  the  Bureau  of  Land  Management  in  Nevada, 

This  recommendation  is  the  first  phase  of  the  wilderness  inventory  process  and 
it  identifies  those  lands  that  appear  to  clearly  lack  wilderness  characteristics 
and  should  be  dropped  from  the  wilderness  review  process.  The  remaining  lands 
may  or  may  not  have  wilderness  values,  but  in  order  to  make  that  determination, 
a  more  intensive  field  inventory  is  necessary.  The  intensive  inventory  is  the 
second  phase  of  the  BLM's  wilderness  inventory  program.  This  document  and  ac- 
companying map  identify  all  of  the  areas  in  Nevada  administered  by  the  BLM  that 
are  recommended  for  early  elimination  from  the  wilderness  inventory  process 
based  on  their  obvious  lack  of  wilderness  characteristics „  A  brief  summary  nar- 
rative explaining  why  this  recommendation  is  being  made  for  each  unit  is  enclosed. 
A  similar  narrative  for  each  unit  recommended  for  intensive  field  inventory  is 
also  included  in  this  document.  As  explained  in  the  BLM's  Wilderness  Inventory 
Handbook,  which  is  available  to  the  public,  the  only  areas  to  be  eliminated  from 
this  first  phase  of  the  wilderness  inventory  process  are  those  areas  that  clearly 
and  obviously  lack  wilderness  potential.   If  valid  doubts  or  questions  are  raised 
about  areas  so  identified,  and  the  State  Director  agrees,  these  areas  will  be 
returned  to  the  District  Manager  for  intensive  inventory. 

This  initial  phase  of  the  wilderness  inventory  process  was  developed  as  a  means 
to  rapidly  eliminate  only  those  areas  that  obviously  lack  wilderness  character. 
Wilderness  characteristics  are  defined  by  the  Wilderness  Act  of  1964,  and  the 
Wilderness  Inventory  Handbook  describes  how  they  will  be  analyzed  by  the  BLM. 
Those  inventory  units  that  clearly  lack  any  one  of  the  following  four  wilderness 
characteristics  will  be  dropped  from  the  wilderness  inventory  process  at  the  con- 
clusion of  the  initial  stage  of  the  inventory  (which  is  scheduled  for  September  30, 
1979): 

1.  Naturalness  (the  works  of  man  must  be  substantially  unnoticeable  to  be  con- 
sidered as  natural,  but  the  area  does  not  have  to  be  completely  free  of  signs 
of  man's  activities), 

2.  Size  (the  unit  must  contain  5,000  acres  of  contiguous  public  land — smaller 
areas  could  be  considered  only  if  they  could  still  be  managed  as  wilderness 
despite  their  small  size). 

3.  Outstanding  opportunities  for  solitude  or_  a  primitive  and  unconfined  type  of 
recreation, 

4.  Roadless  (Roads  that  meet  the  BLM's  definition  cannot  be  included  in  the  area 
under  consideration;  however,  they  may  penetrate  into  the  area  being  studied. 


l£  it  is  not  clear  that  one  o£  these  four  criteria  is  absent  in  a  particular  in- 
ventory unit,  then  the  unit  must  undergo  a  field  a.nalysis  which  is  known  as  the 
intensive  wilderness  inventory.  This  is  the  second  and  final  phase  of  the  wilder- 
ness inventory  program.  The  intensive  inventory  is  simply  a  field  review  of  each 
area  in  question.  A  more  detailed  analysis  of  wilderness  criteria  will  be  made 
for  those  units,  and  an  overall  conclusion  will  be  reached  for  each  unit  whether 
it  does  or  does  not  contain  those  criteria  essential  to  wilderness.  Those 
areas  that  are  determined  to  have  wilderness  characteristics  will  be  identified 
as  wilderness  study  areas,  and  those  that  do  not  will  be  dropped  from  the  in- 
ventory process.  This  conclusion  of  the  intensive  inventory  also  marks  the  end 
of  the  entire  wilderness  inventory  for  BLM  lands  in  Nevada  and  is  scheduled  for 
September,  1980. 

The  state  map  that  accompanies  this  document  displays  the  inventory  units  for 
all  of  the  public  lands  in  Nevada.  The  number  for  each  inventory  unit  on  the 
map  corresponds  with  a  number  for  the  summary  narrative  of  that  unit  in  this 
document.   If  you  wish  to  obtain  a  J^'Vmile  scale  map  of  the  same  area,  refer 
to  the  map  key  shown  on  the  state  map  for  the  correct  map  name  of  the  area  of 
your  interest.  You  may  obtain  these  maps  from  the  BLM  District  office  that 
administers  the  area,  or  from  the  State  Office  in  Reno. 

You  can  participate  in  the  review  of  these  areas  by  supplying  the  BLM  with  com- 
ments specific  to  the  presence  or  absence  of  wilderness  characteristics  (natu- 
ralness, size,  outstanding  opportunities  for  solitude  or  a  primitive  and  uncon- 
fined  recreation,  and  roadlessness)  for  those  inventory  units  of  your  interest. 
We  will  accept  your  comments  on  the  first  phase  of  the  wilderness  inventory  un- 
til July  31. 

More  detailed  information  in  the  form  of  a  Situation  Evaluation  for  each  inven- 
tory unit  is  available  for  review  in  the  District  office  responsible  for  the 
administration  of  that  unit.  The  State  office  also  has  this  information  on  file 
for  all  inventory  units  in  the  state. 

-  Special  Project  Inventories  - 

Approximately  5.5  million  acres  of  land  have  already  been  inventoried  under 
special  projects  in  areas  where  land-use  decisions  need  to  be  made  before  the 
statewide  inventory  is  completed.  Nevada  has  conducted  eight  (8)  of  these 
special  inventories.  The  appendix  displays  the  reasons  why  those  lar,ds  inven- 
toried for  these  projects  either  were  or  were  not  found  to  contain  wilderness 
values.  The  final  decision  on  boundaries  indicated  on  the  maps  for  the  nine 
proposed  wilderness  study  areas  identifed  in  the  IPP  special  inventory  will  be 
announced  on  May  15.  The  Mormon  Mesa  special  project  inventory  results  will 
also  be  announced  in  raid-May,, 

-  Natural  Areas  - 

Congress  required  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  to  submit  wilderness  reports  on 
natural  areas  (also  known  as  instant  study  areas)  to  the  President  by  July  1, 
1980.  Nevada  has  11  of  these  areas: 
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Shoshone  Ponds,  Swamp  Cedar,  and  Pygmy  Sage  have  already  been  inventoried  under 
special  project  inventories  and  found  not  to  contain  wilderness  values.  Because 
o£  the  earlier  reporting  date  required  by  Congress  on  natural  areas,  we  will  an- 
nounce a  proposed  decision  on  the  presence  or  absence  of  wilderness  character- 
istics for  those  designated  natural  areas  identified  as  requiring  intensive 
inventory  later  this  year.  A  special  public  comment  period  will  follow  the  an- 
noucement . 

-  Special  Notes  - 

1.  The  term  "unreviewed  way"  is  used  periodically  throughout  this  document. 
These  are  access  routes  that  do  not  appear  to  meet  the  BLM's  definition  of 
a  road  based  on  our  existing  information. 

2.  The  inventory  units  are  listed  in  this  document  by  district.   Some  numerical 
gaps  exist  in  the  sequential  numbering  of  the  units  for  each  district,  but 
all  inventory  units  in  each  district  are  included  in  this  document. 

3.  A  portion  of  Nevada  public  lands  is  administered  by  the  Susanville  District 
of  California  and  by  the  Boise  District  of  Idaho.  Questions  concerning  those 
units  should  be  addressed  to  those  District  offices  respectively.
